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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U,S,C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mosley (6,231,558). 

Mosley discloses a menstrual undergarment 10, as shown in figure 1 , comprising 
a panty having a front section 13, a rear section 14, a waist opening 18, leg openings 19 
and 20, and a crotch region 17. A first absorbent layer 27 is disposed in the crotch 
region 17, and a second absorbent layer 34 is disposed on the first absorbent layer 27. 
The method of use of the undergarment is considered intended use, and an article that 
fulfills the structural limitations of the claim and is capable of functioning in the claimed 
manner therefore fulfills all limitations of the claim. The second absorbent layer 34 is 
fully capable of being removed and discarded, and the undergarment is capable of 
being discarded after use. 

With respect to claims 12 and 13, the leg and waist openings comprise elastic 
material to make them expandable, as disclosed in column 4, lines 9-1 1 and 46-50. 
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With respect to claim 14, each leg opening is encircled by a band of absorbent 
material 32 and 33, as disclosed in column 4, lines 65-66. 

With respect to claim 15, the crotch region 17 extends between middle heights 
23 of the front and rear sections, as shown in figure 1 . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patents 6,793,649 and 6,336,923 disclose absorbent 
undergarments comprising first and second absorbent layers.
